Unprer date the 18th instant, our 
Macao Correspondent writes in reply 
to a letter on the Macao Lyceum. 
which appeared in our issue of that 
date, as follows: — Ve 
" [beg to express my undivided admira- 
tion and warmest thanks for the lucid 
manner in which Mr. 8, is advocating tho 
~ cause of theAfacao Lyceum. The institu- 
tion has uftdoubtedly received a mighty: 
impulse, ‘and will, in course of time, prosper 
and flourish. The Government having 
taken the matter up, and with the valuable 
support of "8," it.is surely bouad to com- 
mand ‘universal sympathy, both here and 
in Portugal! In Portugal ‘particularly, 
those few who have'boen Iniely perusing a 
tiny pamphlot on the subject, will investi- 
-gato the question no more, but will give 
implicit faith to the self-made oracles of 
the Far East. It is pleasant, it is refresh- 
ing, to listen to:these oracles, when one 
. finds argument and sound reasoning somo- 
. what outlandish, vulgar, and dry. But as 
I am differently constituted, I will go on 
with my crooked dissortations on the 
Lyceum, provided you will allow me space. 
I may algo add that Ihave givon up reply- 
ing to any attack ‘of the kind iudulged in 
by Mr. 8, - 
Wishing to allow both sides of a 
question, which is certainly of very 
great importance to our Portuguese 
‘friends, to be fairly heard, we gladly 
grave our correspondent “§.”-space to 
defend what he asserted was the 
views of an important section of the 
‘Macao community. ‘We should have 
preferred leaving the two disputants, ' 
*°§.” and our Macao Correspondent, 
to settle their differences of opinion, 
‘without any assistance from our- 
- . selves: however, as the usual acrimo- 
''. xilous personalities apparently: could 
not be avoided, we are glad that the 
controversy has very properly termi-. 
nated without being carried too far. 
Our views on the question of edu- 
cation in Macao have already been 
plainly expressed, and. but for the 
.school-boy stupidities for which some 
self-opinionated blockhead is respon-. 
sible, which appear in the China Mail 
of Saturday last, we should have con- 
-tentedly allowed the gentleman who 
is our special correspondent-to demol-:

- divinity, or philosophy, or philology, 


a.class of noodles which it is, the 


ambition of the promoters of: the | 
Lyceum to see reared in’ Macao.’ 
... We form this opinion from the utter . 


.-. Childishness, which is the. leading 
-characteristic of his communication.

Jedge of real life; .or-the absolute 
necessities of a colony so. peculiarly 


~ Bituated as Macao has been for years: 
past, could have penned such feeble,., 


~—allogical-trash.. We do not question 


the. perfect right of this Professor—°

conveniénco—to believe that the Ly- . 


ceum system of education. is, toa 


great extent, worthy of hearty ap-. 


_| proval, but we. regret that the reasons 
he states for this conviction are’ so:

.gist had- stated in comprehensive 
English what are actually the educa- 
‘tional necessities of the rising gener- 
ation in the neighbouring colony, 
instead of indulging in vague genera- 
lities and idealistic vapourings? He 


..| admits that St. Joseph’s College and 


the Commercial School may prepare 
og meén for business fairly well, 


' | bub asserts that at these institutions 
‘| a scientific or classical education is 


impossible: He has also been “ cre- 
dibly informed that there is no one 
who has any knowledge of the Greek 
language in the Macao Schools.” 


| For all we know to the contrary there. 


may be no opportunities of acquir- 
ing a scientific or classical education 
in Macao, and we should consider it 
likely that the Greck language is 


‘{but imperfectly understood: at St. 


Joseph’s as well as at the Comniercial 
School. But. what we are anxious 


‘to know is the necessity which ex- 


ists in Macao for anything of the 

kind. Now let us look the ‘situa- 

tion straight in the face from a prac- 

tical point of view, and we -shall be 

in‘a position to estimate the exact’ 
value of @ scientific and classical 

education, and a knowledge of the. 
Greek language, to the rising genera- 
tion of Macao. Sone hee 

* “The future of Macao is quite clear, 

presuming she has any future, which 

under existing circumstances is -ex- 


‘ceedingly doubtful—her only chance: 


lying in commercial prosperity. An 
increased commerce is her sole hope. 
The present revenue of the col- 
ony’ is like a house founjled on 


.sand, which the rising tide may ut- 


terly demolish at..a day’s: notice. 
Wearein posession of statistics which 
prove to our satisfaction that by an 
amended and improved form of Go- 
verament, Macao can exist prosper- 
ously on revenues derived legitimately 
without the aid of. Wei Sing, Fan- 
tan, or Opium. The great aims of 
advanced government are to secure 
prosperity,-peace, and -safety, and to 
attain the various ends_of civil so- 
ciety.: The. most important obliga- 
tidns devolving on any government, 
are'the development and increase of 
the country’s resources by every legi- 
timate means, the protection of the 
rights of citizens, the perseveration 
of their morals, and the defence of 
their independence. It has been said 


that while the philosophy of govern-. 


ing constitutes the science of politics, 
the aré of government consists in the 
application of that science to the 
particnlar requirements. of each in- 
dividual state. The Ancient Greek 
writers, ‘like the promoters of the 
Macao Lyceum, treated polities with 
reference to an ideal perfect state, 
and when such a thing exists, doubt. 
less their speculative views may 
prove of some practical value; until 


that remote period the Utopian. 


theories of philosophic dreamers can 
play nut a minor part -in the history 
of our‘time. If, therefore, it is ad- 


mitted that thé future existence of. 


Macao depends on commerce, it can 
. hardly be denied that the necessity: 
for a thoroughly commercial bring- 
ing up for. her. suns-is:glaringly-ap- 
parent. The future of the youth of 
this Portuguese. settlement is plain 
enough. . They must either cast in 
‘their lots with their native town, pre- 
pared to stand-by her prospority, or 
fall with her degradation, or carve 
out au independent career for them- 
selves in Hongkong, or at ono of the 
Coast Ports’ of Chjna and Japan, 
where many of their countrymen have 
risen to positions of honour and re- 
sponsibility.. Portugal is no home 
for native-born Macaoese. It.is well 
known, however ‘much: our’. good 
friends mpy try to disguise the fact, 


that the Portuguese ‘at home. haye 
the utmost contempt for their Ori- 
ental clansmen. Besides, what scope 


is there in Portugal for the classi-. 
callyeducated natives of Macao ?. 


Is it nét well known thtoughout the 
world that Portugal, without manu- 
factures or commerce worthy-of the 
name, without resources and almost 
-without energy, cannot’ even. find 
occupations for her. own children? 


For what purpose then must the” 
. young Macaoese be classically and 


scientifically educated? Is it ex- 
pected that the higher posts of the 
Government service’ will be open to 
the natives of the colony? . This ia 
‘so unlikely that it may safely be left 
out of serious consideration, but even 
were it tolerably certain, is a know- 
ledge of Greek, philosophy, philology, 
and other scientific subjects a sine 
qué non? ‘The profession of the law 


may be open, but are the classics and, 


science a necessity 
or attorney? 
The great prizes of the age are to 


-for the advocate 


be found in the wide field of com-. 


merce. , There are Portuguese mer- 
chants in Hongkong’ whose incomes 
are three times larger than that of: 


Governor Graca ;*there are scores of. 


Portuguese clerks whose salaries far 
exceed those. of .the.highest paid 
officers of the Macao Government. 
A thorough commercial education, 
which includes an acquaintance with 
two. or three modern languages, is 


_the stepping stone to affluence and 


independence, A scientific and clas- 
sical education for boys, many of 
whom will eventually. shoulder a 
musket inthe National Battalion at 
less than eight dollars per month, is 
a ghastly mockery, which is far too 
serious to be laughed at. ‘It appears 
to be a great ambition: among Ma- 
caoese to be Professors or Doctors; 
uselegs scientists, weak-headed vi- 
sionaries. We have hada few mem- 
bers of the persuasion hanging about 
our colony for 'a long time, utterly 
useless for all practical purposes, and 
far from being ornaments to society. 
Professors and Doctors of the class 
which would apparently satisfy the 
ambition of our neighbouring colo- 
nists are a3 thick as bees on the con-' 
tinent, of Europe. Degrees, like 
titles of nobility, can be purchased ' 
at many. Continental towns for a 


mere song. We have: met many of 


these gentry in our time, and have, 
generally found them grossly igno- 
rant of practical knowledge, ac-- 
quainted only with abstruse absur- 
dities which had been for years 
‘“spooned ” into their empty heads. 
The only practical tost of the value 
of different kinds of education is to 
place them in the. open market. It 
is long odds, in Hoxgkong, or in any 
‘other mercantile emporium, that the 
learned, Professor acquainted with a 
dozen unknown tongues, and all the 
abstruse sciences; who can recite 
ancient Greek poems in the original, 
and .diseourse eloquently on the 
cuneiform inscriptions, would fail to 
earn acrust, whereas the business man, 
sensibly educated, speaking two or 
three modern languages, possessing 


a knowledge of figures and writing 


s bold commercial hand could work 
his way to the front, and: command 
a real return for his practical attain- 
ments.

lia, where he remained Minister. for 
two years. Coant Benst then called 
him tothe Ministry. Ho afterwards 
represented Austria at Constantinople, 
Athens, and tho Hague. In 1876 he 
was named Baron. He was: Minister 
inttaly in 1878, He was the third 
Plenipstentiary at the Bazlin Congress,
